OU have already confidered the 
Cafe of Excises, with Regard to 
the Praétice of Hot uanop, and 
expofed the Arguments of the mi- 
nifterial Writers on that Head, by 
fhewing the different Circumftan 
ces of the two Nations; notwith- 
ftanding which, They ttill infit up 
on it, in Favour of their Scheme. 
and have endeavoured to ftreng’hen it with another In 
{tance of the fame Kind in the Republick of Venice. 
This is the chief Argument of a late Pamphlec, intitled 
The genuine Thouzbts of a Merchant, Sc. But I will 
defy the Author to thew that the Offcers, in either 
of thofe States, are velted with any ‘uh exorbitant 
Powers, as are lodged in Them here by. the Stet 10 
Geo. J. and other Ecife Laws ; or charged with fuch 
a Number of Rules, ‘ending to the } oleftation of the 
People, under the fevereit Peua'ties, as are prefcribed 
to Them by the faid Aas. 

Let us therefore draw a Coniparifon ‘etween the Ex- 
cifes in thofe Commontwealths and in this hingdom + and 
as it may happen to be the laft Time that you. Mr. 
D' Anvers, will be allowed to {peak with Freedom on 
this Subjeét, I hope you will not refule ic a Place ir 
our Paper. 

The Officers of Excife, in thofe Countries, are em- 

wered only to colleét he Duties, and not allowed to 
Perak the People afterwards ; whereas wr Exciferer 
may put the Trader to infinite Trouble aud \xation 
after the Crown is fully fatisfy’d; which often proves 
of worfe Confequence to Him than paying dow!/e the 





Duty. 

The Dutch Excifemen have no Power of entering and 
fearching Houfes as the Eng/ifb have, by the Aétts be- 
fore- mentioned. 

The Offcers- in Ho’/and are not appointed by the 
Stadtholder, nor in Venice by the Dyes but in Eng- 
land They are nominated by the Kinz, and removeable 
at his Pleafure 

In Holland and Venice, the Duties colle&ted by Ex 
sife are intirely xpply’d to. the publ ck Service of the 
refpective States} wherest, in Eaylendy great Part of 
- the Fines and Forfeitures comes into the Pockets of the 
Crown Officers, end for that Reafon tempts Them to op- 
prefs the Subject. 

Befides in Englind not only the Offcers, but like- 
Wile the Yudges of ail Offences againft the Laws of Ex- 
tife are appo’uted by the Crows, which is to have a 
large Share of the £xcife itfeli; wheress in Holland 
and Venice Thofe, who appoint the Officers of the Re- 
venue, and Thofe, who are the Fudges of Offences a- 
gaint Excife-Laws, have not the leait Gain from Fines 
and Forfeitures ; but the whole Produce of the Revenue 
belongs to the Commonwealth. 

Holland hath been particularly cited by the /earned 
Advocates for Execifes 28 an Example, which ought to 
be followed in Great Britain. I will therefore acquaint 
Them with another Circumftance in the Government 
of that State, which feems to have efcaped their Know 
ledge, and, if followed here, would overturn their whole 
Syftem of Reafoning oa this Subje&. The provincial 
States of Holland meet four Times Year certain, and 
oftner, as Occafion requires. During thednterval of their 
Seilions, or what We call the Recefs of Parliament, a 
Committee of State fits continually, and calls Them to 
gether, upon extraordinary Occufions, as They fee Caufe, 
At the fame Time with the Summons, They likewife 
fend a Particular of the Heads, which are to be deba- 
ted by the Afembly; to the End that the Council of 
every City, taking the Matter into Confideration amongtt 
Themfelves, may give fuch Orders therein to their re- 
Spefive Deputies as They judge proper; no Bufinefs 
being to come under the Deliberation of the provincial 
States, without firft giving Notice of it to each City.— 
But our worthy Advocates for Excifes are pleas'd to 
contend that the Cities and Boroughs of Great Britain, 
which have a Right of fending Repre/entatives to Parlia 
ment, are guilty of Sedition, in giving their Proxies 
Inftru€tions to oppofe any farther Extenfion of the 
Excife Laws, though They are all unanimous in their 
Opinion that it will tend to the Deftruction of their 
Trade, the Lofs of their Liberties, and the Subverfion 
of the Britifh Con/itution. Nay, the old Court-Party 
of Apuorrers, which was fo juitly branded by Parlia- 
ment, in the Reign of King Charles the focond, begins 
to revive and menace us, with the profound Mr. Of 
dorne at their Head. - . 

Let ws now confider the Government of Venice 5 











where the Duke, though the chief Magiftrate of that 
State is almoft deftirute of any Power, as a Gover- 
nor ; being little more than a Pageant of State. He 
is fo far from being a Gainer by that Dignity, that it 
is eteemed burthenfome to Him, his Income not being 
equal to the Expences, which are neceffary to fup- 
port it; and befides He may be called to Account by 
the Seignory, if They have Grounas to {ufpect Him 
of any Defign againit the Liberties of the State. ——— 
The King of Great Britain, on the other Hand, hath 
not only a civi/ Lift for the Support of his royal Houle- 
hold, which is thought to be already near one Millicn 
per Annum, out is alfo intrufted with the Difpofition of 
the publick Revenues. The Fudges, Magifirates and other 
Officers of the Kingdom, both. civil and military, are in 
his Nomination, and moft of Them removeable at his 
Pleafure. He likewife appoints and tranflates my Lords 
the Bifbops. In fhort, almoft every Branch of our Go- 
vernment adds to the Power of the Crown, and nothing 
an ever reftrain it from becoming ab/o/ute but the per- 
fonal Virtzes of the Prince, and the Continuance of a 
Sree and uncorrupt Parliament. 

The Venetians are great Enemies to Bribery, as well 
as fevere Poniflers of it when difeover’d; and the Duke 
Himfelf pays a larger Proportion of a// Taxes than any 
other Perfon. : 

The Governments of Venice and Holland are therefore 
mn no Danger from an Excife, under the Circumitances 
and Reftriétions beforementioned. 

[ am inform'd that the Excifes in France are under 
much the fame Regulations, with Regard to the Officers, 
who have no Power of entering and searching Houj/es ; 
fo that, if This be true, our boafted Land of Liberty is 
in a worfe Condition, on this Account, than even the 
arbitrary Kingdom of France, or perhaps any Nation in 
the World. 

Arch-bithop Tillotfon obferves of the Romifh Reli- 
gion, that it were better to bave no Religion than one, 
that tends to the Oppreffion of Mankind; and may it not 
with equal Reafon be faid of Government ; Better to bave 
none than one, which tends to the Ruins of the Peple, 
inflead of their Protefion ? Would it not be ex- 
tremely fevere, aay even tyrannical, if Taxes thould be 
fo coileéted, as to deftroy the very End of raifing them ; 
viz. the Prefervation of the People in their Zrade, Rights 
awd Liberties ? 


But We are told by the Advocates for Power, that the

cife than They now enjoy; and the Fetters fhall be fo 
nicely prepared and fitted to she Legs of the Retailers, 
that They will be in Love with them and verify the 


Prediétion of our prefent, excellent Laureate, in his Birth- 
Day Ode, 


And baughty Britons bug their Chains. 


Thefe Writers {peak to the Merchants and Traders ex- 
aily in the Strain of Lockit to Captain Mackbeath, whill 
one of the Turnkeys is faftening the Irons to his Legs. 

Do but examine Them, Sir—— Never was better 
Work. How genteely They are made ? ——They li fit 
as eafy as a ulove, and the niceft Man in England need 
not be afbam'd to wear them. 

But furely the Merchants are the bef Judges Them- 
felves, in Caies of this Nature. It is downright Popery 
in Politicks, to call Chains and Incumbrances on Trade 
Liberty and Encouragement. Tne Peopie of Great Bri- 
tain are not yet blind ; and it happens a little uniuckily 
for the Projeéor, that all. of Them, who are not vifibly 
fwayed by Intereft, are united in tneir Opinion of shi: 
Scheme, and their Oppofition to it. 

With Regard to the Marchant- Importers, if it could be 
fo managed, that the Burthen fhould not fall direétly up- 
on {bem § would not the Oppreflion of the Retailers ulti- 
mately affect the Merchants ? Can They fell their Goods 
without giving Credit to the Retailers; and if the Re- 
tailers are put to extraordinary Hardfhips and Expence, 
does not This tend to impoverifh Them, and confe- 
queatly render Them unable to pay the Merchant ? 

Let us now take a fhort View of the Scheme of Ex- 
cifes, a8 the modeft Author of the genuine Thougbis hath 
itated it, with Regard to the pud/ick Revenue. He tells 
us, Page 27, that the Lo/s inthe Duties on Wine and To- 
bacco aves not fall far fhort of 124. in the Pound upon 
Land ; and that all the Frauds upon thefe Articles will be 
prevented, if the Retailer pays the Duty; meaning by an 
Excife. Uf tais ill grounded Fiétion (for fo it is) were 
really’ true, near 500,000 /. per Aan. would be advanced 
by an Excife on Wine and Tobacco; but a great Part of 
the Duties on the/e Commodities being appropriated to the 
Ule of the Crews, the Revenne of the civil Liff would 
be confiderably increas’d by fuch an Alterstion, and the 




















Publick would have only a Part of this Advance. The 








j ple ?—Will not every new Levy and fncreaf 
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Infinuation therefore that an Excife would produce an 
Equivalent to 12d. in the Pound om Land is a fallacious 
Argument ; and I am perfuaded that the Author had no 
Direction to fay, nor indeed does He fay, chat the 
whole Advance of the Duty by an Excife, fuculd it be 
really advanced, will accrue to the Pudlick. Now if the 
Crown thould gain a large Advance to its Revenue, by 
the Execution of this Scheme «s well as an Addition of 
Power, by an Increafe of Officers ; might it not prove 
dangerous to our Conftitution ? — The Safety of Europe 
is preferved only by a due Ballance of Power. The Safe- 
cy of all free Governments is founded on the fame Equi- 
librium, by which only it can be preferved ; and if the 
Power of the Crown, in this Nation, thould’ ever cut- 
weigh the Power of the Peotle, iil not a bud Prince he 
able. at Pleafare. to invade and deftroy the Rizbts of 
the People ? —Ts not the Power of ib: Crown 18 great, 
or greater, at this Time, than it hath been for fome 
Ages palt?—Is not the Civi/-Lif Revenue vallly larger 
now than it was in former Reigns ?—Nay, even in 
the very ‘ afe, now under Debate, ‘let it be corSder’d 
whether the Feople of Great Mritain heve too much 
Power They have concurred, almoft univerfaily. im 
their Declarations againft shis Proje, without any Re- 
gard to Party-Diftin@ions, or Differenecs in Religion. 
They have requefted their Reprefentutives, in the moft 
earneft Manner, to oppofe it; and no Initance can be 
produced from our Hiltory, in which the People were 
more vigoroufly united, without coming to Violence, 
than on this Occafion. Yet notwithftanding this general 
‘Abhorrence of the People, fo fully manifefied, aguinft 
any farther Excife, the Scheme is ftill purfued, and the 
Projefor hath declared his Refolution to make an At- 
tempt on their Reprefentatives, to put Thema under shiz 
Yoke. — Doth not This thew that the united Strength 
of the whole Prople is very inconfideravle in his } yess 
nay, even fo weak as not to have fuflicient Influence on 
their oon Reprefentatives to oppole a Defign, which 
They dread as a Peitilence? And if a Majoriy of Theni 
fhould be induced to eftablith it, in dire€& Cppoiitior to 
Tvofe, whom They reprefrt and from whom on! 
derive their Power; will it not amount to a me'an- 
cho!y Demonftration that the People of Creat Pritain 
do not abound with too much Power, even at this 
Time; or rather thatthe Ballance of Pomc is a ready 
too much againft Then: ?—Will rot ev ery Addiiion to 
the Revenue of thé Crown give an Addition, to the Fower 
of the Crown ? —-— Will not every Addition of Taxes, 
prid by the Pesp/> to the Crown 
the Riches of the P

add likewife to the Power of the Crezon and ihe Infly- 
ence of the Crown over th€ Reprefextacives of the People, 
even in the Eleftion of thofe Reprefentctive: ? —So that 
which Way foever an Excife be confderec, it will be 


fourd pernicious to the People, and davvero.s to our 
Cor ftitution. 

The loyal Author of the gaguine Theucbts feems very 
angry thet We fhould take the Liberty to mention the 
Crown, in fo invidious a Manney ; and tells us thet, ina 
Reovlution- Givernment, the Crown fignifies ni mare shan 
the Conftitution, or the executive Power of the Laws. 
This I readily admit; but how it con ferve his ':rpofe, 
I an at a Lofs to guefs ; for the Revolytion was cere 
tainly founded on the Principles of Liverty, and with 
a Defign of abridging ‘the Power of the Crows. not of 
increafing it ; whereas it can be proved that the Crowa is 
already poffeit of more Power than it enjoy’d under any 
ef the Stuar:i, and that the Projeé of “extending the 
Excije Laws hath a dire&t Tendency to make it abfolute. 

Siace therefore it muit be allowed by all the Adgo- 
cates for this Scheme that there is no immediate Ne- 
ceflity for it; both the Puilick and the Crogon having 
as much Revenue, at pre‘ent, as a Time of Peace 
can be reafonably ‘thought to require; fince it is found 
by Experience that the Method of colleéting Duties on 
foreign Goods by Bacife hath been extremely grievous 
to the People and, by impoverifhing Them, tends to 
make Them burthenfome on the /anded Intereft for their 
neceflary Support; fince this Metiod hath proved in- 
effeftual to prevent Frauds and Smugeli-g in feveral 
Coimmodities, already excis’d; and if it fhould haye the 
propofed Effect, may defwoy that Ba/'s 


polec ¢ of Power, 
which is neceflary. to fuppor 


: the Conjlituticn ; fince 
it gives the Offcers an exoibitant Power of dk pri- 
ving any Subject, at Pleafure, of his lawful Trade, 


by arbitrary Fines, and thereby jafluences the Pece 
ple in their Votes for proper { erfons to reprefnt Them 
in Parliament; fince the Evxcifes, lately impojed 
have already kindled great Hejts and A, imofities in 8 
vat Number of his Majefly’s Subjeéts, and the farther 
Extenfion of thei will in Proportion {pread thole Ani- 


mofities t@ many moze; fince the beh Sccwity of 
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. the Supply of the Government. 


his Majefty refides in the Hearts and Affettions of his 
People, who have declared the moft dreadful Apprehen- 
fions from any farther Excife; and fince nothing is more 
dangerous than to fow the Seeds of Difcontent, which are 
apt to grow faft enough of their own Accord ; it is ho- 
ped, for ail thefe Reafons, that any Scheme, or Propofal 
of this Nature, will be rejeéted to the Joy and Satisfaction 
ef the whole Kingdom.

HAT you may leave nothing untouch’d, which 

concerns the Subject of Excifes, 1 thall take 
Notice of fome new Things, that are ftarted every Day, 
by the Creatures of Power. How can any Body, fay 
They, be fo unreafonable as to oppole a Scheme, the In- 
tention of which is to lay the Duties, already enaéted, 
equally upon all the Confumers? For Inftance, in the 
two Commodities, Wine and Tobacco, the firlt Fruits of 
the general Scheme, it is evident that they are not raifed 
over the Ifland in Proportion to their Confumption; for 
of near 700,000 /. the Produce of the Duties upon Wine 
and Tobacco, ScoTLaNp pays hardly 4000 /. upon their 
Tobacco; and though there is more French Wine, per- 
haps, imported into Scotland than into England, the A 
mount of That is but a very inconfiderable Sum ; where- 
as their Confumption of Wine and Toacco is at leaft a 
feventh Part of ‘That of the whole Ifland. They tell. us 
that we have been always complaining that the Revenue 
of Scotland brings in little or nothing to the Publick, 
and at the fame Time find Fault wi:ha Scheme, which 
will certainly improve it; for if the Duty upon Wine and 
Tobacco fhould bring in, by a rigorous Exaction of the 
Tax, one Million, Scotland mult pay above 140,000 /. 
yearly towards it. I freely own that I have no other 
Anfwer to make to this Argument at prefent, than that 
the Scots Gentry and Nobility, with whom I have 
the Honour to be acquainted, have aflured me that 
their Country cannot bear fuch an additional Bur- 
then; that it is impoffible to wean the better Sort of 
People from the Ule of Wine, and the People in ge- 
neral from the Ufe of Todacco, till by the Scarcity of 
Specie They have not a Penny left to pay for eitner ; and 
that they have had tufficient Proof of This from the Man- 
ners of their People. It would be very impertinent in 
Me to judge of tne State of Scot/and better than their 
own !’cople and Members 5 and t fhall begin to fufpeét 
my Information, if They fhould both acquiefce under 
this Impofition, and can eafily pay a yearly Sum of 
140,000 /, without hurting their Country, I can only 
fey in general of Excifes upon Commodities, which by 
Necefiity or Habit are of univerfal Confumption, that 
by a rigorous Exaétion they muit be very unequal in 
Countries, where there is a lefs Plenty, and a much 
{maller Circulation of Specie; and if They are upon 
Home-Commodities, the Rate of them muft change, ac- 
cording to the local Price of the Commodities exci/ed.

be the Confequence of /uch a Schemes for the Scots

Since our Jafi the antient Town of Rye, in the Coun- 
ty of Sussex, hath fent a Petition to their Reprefen 
tatives in Parliament, under their commu Seal, requeit- 
ing Them, in the itrongeft Manner, to oppofe any new 
Excijz, in any Shape, or under any Pretence. 

We hear that the Members for the Borough of Great 
Bedwin in Wiltfire have received a Letter, figned by 
feveral of the moft confiderable Inhabitants of the faid 
Borough, requefting them in the ftrongeftt Terms, ftre- 
nuoufly to oppofe any mew Excife, or Extenficn of the 
Excije Laos, in any Shape whatfoever. : 

We hear that the Mayor, Aldermen, Burgeffes and 
chief Inhabitants of the antient Borough of Siratford 
upon Avon, in the County of Warwick, have wrote to 
the Reprefentatives in Parliament for the faid County, 
defiring them to oppofe any sew Excife, or Extenfion of 
Excije Laws in any Shape whatfoever, Notwithitanding 
the Oppofition given to it by Councellor C/opten, yet 
the fame wasdoze with great Eafeand Unanimity. 

Monday the Sheriff; of London and Middiefex waited 
on the Hon. Houle of Commons, with a Petition from 
the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mon Council, for tre filling up of Fleet-ditch.

@a Saturday laft came ona Trial upon an Indictment 
at Hicks’s-Hali againit-a certain Barber-and Solicitor, for 
makirg out a Bill of Middjefex at the Suft of one Ro- 
bert Davis againft one Griffith Payne for 174.1. 3 s. with- 
out any Authority whatever; whereupon the Defen 
dant was carried to Newgate, and the Sheriffs Officer 
committed by the Court of King’s Bench to the King’s 
Bench Prilon, for inadvertently executing the fame; and 
upon full Proor the faid Sollicitor was found guilty of 
the Indiétment, and committed to Newgate for fix 
Months. 

On Saturday the Seffions ended at the Old Baily ; 
ten Perfons were cepitally convicted, two were burnt in 
the Hand, thirty three were caft for Tran{portation, and 
two order’d to be whipp’d. 

The fame Day the Report of the ten condemn’d Male- 
fa€tors under Sentence of Death was made to his Majeity 
in Council by Mr. Baron Thomfon, when the nine fol 
owing were order’d for Execution, viz. Rowland Tur- 
ner and Edward Delay, for a Robbery 0: the Highway ; 
William Wett and Jonathan Curd, for Burglary ; Jofeph 
Fretwell, fora Robbery on the Highway ; William At- 
terbury and Richard Norman for Burglary ; Will. Cham- 
berlain, alias Cocky Chambers, for a Street Rebbery. to 
be executed at Tyburn on Monday next; and Sarah 
Malcolm, the Irifh Laundrefs, for the Murder of Mrs. 
Duncomb, &c. who is to be executed the Wednefday 
following. The faid Malcolm has declired herielf 2 Ro- 
man Catholick, and notwithftanding fhe feems very devout 
and ferious at Chapel, ftill perfifts that fhe did not com 
mit the Murder, but charges the other Perfons with it, 
who are order’d by the Court to remain till the next 
Seffions. She is removed out of the old Condemn’d 
Hold into a Room ; but one or two Perfons are always 
with her. :

Parliament on the Road near Chippenham; whereupon 
his Majeity has offer’d his moft gracious Pardon, and two 
nuwdred Pounds Reward to any one who fhail difcover 
his Accomp]jce or Accomplices concern’d in fending the 
faid anonymous threatning Letter, to be paid on the 
Conviétion of the Offender or Offenders. 

On Monday lait a Smuggler was brought to Town un 
der a ftrong Guard from Sevenoaks in Kent, and is now 
confined in the Fleet Prin. 

Thurfday being her Majefty’s Birth-Day, who enter’d 
into the sift Year of her Age, her Majeity received the 
Compliments of the Nobility and Gentry at Court on 
that Occafion. 

To Morrow the Court will go into Mourning for fix 
Weeks, on Account of the Death of the King of Pc land, 
and one of the young Princefles of France.
